The 
menUUtylhat  decrees  this  Is  that  of  the  beAsU 
of  the  Jungle.  Some  people  advocate  that  the 
same  kind  of  mentality  should  be  applied  by  the 
British  In  reUllation.  that  Olrman  tactics  against 
a  civilian  population  should  be  emulated,  with 
unarmed  Germans  as  the  victims,  with  the  effort 
agalnat  military  obJecttTii  weakened  so  that 
f rightfulness  may  be  employed.  There  is  not  a 
shadow  of  doubt  that  were  the  British  to  follow 
German  methods  In  bombarding  or  machine- 
gunning  helpless  people,  they,  like  the  Total; 
tarlan  Powers,  would  lose  caste  in  the  eyes  of  the 
clvlUied  world.  They  would  have  discarded  the 
vary  Issues  for  which  they  are  fighting.  The  War 
would  no  longer  be  one  between  right  and  wrong; 
It  would  become  a  mere  competition  In  ruthless- 
na«. 

General  Sir  Ian  Hamllt/>n,  an  old  soldier.  In
